“ What's happened to the New Deal?" 
Back in the early Depression years, the New Deal appeared 
to be an irresistible force. It had a magic and a lure which 
brought out record votes. At the time, the American people 
greeted it as being "just what the doctor ordered." 
Since those days, it has been perfectly obvious that the 
New Deal was losing its grip on the imagination of the American 
electorate. It took old-fashioned political deals, as well as the 
New Deal, to push across the Third and f ourth term elections 
of President Roosevelt. The gap narrowed steadily. In by­ 
elections, the New Dealers lost ground still faster. 
How come) There has been much speculation on this 
question. Some say that the New Deal, like all new concepts in 
politics, had curiosity appeal while it was still new, and then, 
when over-emphasised, grew boresome. Others say that, when 
everybody was Depression -conscious, government-protection 
and Social Security had much wider personal bearing than when 
fear of job-losa lessened in the public mind. 
These general theories overlook one important point. Be­
